* upon fummoning the Chief of them, to thew u 
« on what Foundation the Privileges they laid 
« Claim to were grounded, refufed to give them back 
* thofe original Aéts and Charters, which they had 
« produced for the Defence and Juftification of their 
‘ faid Rights. This Matter has occafioned feveral 
* Complaints on both Sides, which have been car- 
« ried at different Times before the General Diet 
* of the Cantons, who in their la Meeting at 
Prawenfeld, made fome Regulations for ad jufting 
* amicably this Difference 5 but it feems they have 
* not been complied with, and the Parties are now 
* in Arms throughout the Canton of Glaris upon 
* this Occafion. Thole of Weedenberg are faid to 
* have demanded and obtained Affiftance of their 
* Neighbours of the Nether Auftria, on the other 


© Side of the Rhine ; and the Canton has Promifes 
* of Aid and Supportin this Quarrel from thofe of 
* Swifsand Ury. That of Zurich having received 
* loformation of all thefe Motions, and torefccing 
* the dangerous Effefts that are likely to enfue 
* from them, as well as the fatal Engagement in- 
* to which the oppofite Patties were going to throw 
* themfelves without any Neceffity, have lent a 
* Deputationto Glaris, with Orders to exhort that 
* Canton to defift from all Aéts of Hoftility againft 
* the Inhabitants of Werdenberg ; and at the fame 
* Time invited all the Cantons to a General Dyer, 
* to be held the 13th Inftant at Baden, in order to 
* find out {ome proper and effe&tual Means for ac- 
‘ commodsting this Difference, and thereby pre- 
* venting the dangerous Confequences which mutt 
otherwifle refult fiom it. It 1s faid, that the De. 
putics of Zurich, vpon their Arrival at Glaris, 
found all things there 1n a Combultion, aod had 
much ado to get ‘thofe People to confent to a 
Mecting of the Triple Council of the Country, 
which is a Reprefentation of the whole Body of 
the Canton, to whom they are inftruéted to 2d- 
drefs themfelves, and to propofe a Sufpenfion of 
Arms, till fuch Time as the aforefaid Dyct can 
affemble ; and in Cafe that Council refufesto 
comply with their Propofal, they are ordered to 
have Recourfe to the {everal Communities of the 
Canton, Inthe mean time, ‘tis apprehended that 
thofe of Glaris will hearken to no Advice, and 
that they will throw themfelves into fuch En- 
gagements, asit will be very difficult to get clear 
of when they are once embark’d. The Canton 
of Glarie is compofed of People of the two Reli- 
gions, and thoogh the Proteftants among them are 
efteemed to be the better half, yet they are fo
